"Is Lt. Calley Guilty?" (PRAXIS April 29, 
1971) is a question answered on the stand by Lt. 
Calley himself and confirmed, with uncharacter- 
istic courage, by a military court. The mas- 
sacre happened, as it happened at Babi Yar in 
Poland during WWII, when carloads of people 
were sprayed with machine gun fire and dumped 
into a ravine, it happened as it has surely hap- 
pened in every war mankind has ever fought. 

The above mentioned article made Calley a 
scapegoat because he was "doing no more and 
no less than many other men in his position have 
done, are doing, and will continue to do". Is 
the author suggesting that we free all murderers 
because after all they are doing no more and no 
less etc. etc. . . Veterans, myself included, 
will tell you that the death of innocent civilians 
occurs with frightening regularity, but can we 
sanction their murders because they are so nu- 
merous. Have we been involved in this horrible, 
illegal war so long that we have lost our sense 
of moral perspectives that we abhor the murders 
of four middle class American college studcats 
at Kent State and sanction the murders of 102 • 
Asian rice farmers in far off Indo-China? 

"Is Lt. Calley Responsible?" would be a 
much more legitimate question, for there is, at 
least at this point, a distinct difference between 
guilt and responsibility in the Calley case. This 
difference in where lies guilt and responsibility 
is disturbing. I can applaud the trial of 'Lt. 
Calley on' the principles of Nuremberg and 
Geneva, but will cheer and shout only when 
these same principles are applied to captains, 
colonels, generals, and political leaders to 
close this gap between guilt and responsibility.

It is an unfortunate fact tha t we have 
in great part become prisoners of ideas which 
decieve us into a non-recognition of reality . 
These ideas have been perpetrated through the 
use of fear. Thisfea r is what encourages a 
human being to allow his freedom to be locked 
in a cell of systenjized repression. 

Every image of reality is the image of bur 
impending death- that singular event which 
must be faced individually and proves to us 
that we are finite. Death is the heart of our 
anxiety over our being. It ha s been traditionally 
pictured as something which either must be 
accepted and is, at any rate, actually exterior 
to our being anyway., and/or as completely 
psychologically unfaoable and to be avoided 
at all costs . Reality, however, intimates 
differently; death is as inseparable from life 
as the carpenter's nail being in the two _ 
by fQur is from the carpenter 1 s act of hammering. 
Nowi while we may not be able to quantitatively 
measure the experience of death, the act of 
identification with the death of another points , 
most assuredly to the realization that our own 
death is impending- only the time and manner 
escapes us in this realization 

In the retreat from this realization, man 
has brought upon himself repressive security 
through his own social systems. He has 
created institutions which inhibit man's free- 
dom to be. That is to say, systems to protect 
one from himsilf and to do nothing which might 
per chance bring into focus death and the anx- 
iety of being therein as sociated . However , 
for the comfort of ail , the social systems guar- 
antee that this repressive security lengthens 
life and delays the "horrors of death;" and, as 
if this were not enough, most societies have 
religious institutions which mystically guaran- 
tee that the soul and body are separagle and 
that death does not really end consciousness 
and hence existence! Regardless of its 
religious positions, though, every society on 
earth exerts its influence into the delusion 
that somehow one may pass on his existence 
by the perpetuation of the system to the next 
generation. All society asks is our freedom in 
exchange for everlasting life. 

It is imperative that one embrace reality as 
experienced at all levels to live freely. This 
includes an embracing of the realization of im- 
pending death, and it is only throughembracing 
it that one may live life seriously . This does 
not mean that one is to look towards its coming, 
but rather that through this realization one is 
set free. There is no longer any rationalization 
for authoritarianism of any kind in one's life . 
Every decision is made with the knowledge that 
it is irrefutdale and that it colors the remainder 
of personal being; no decision can be made ra- 
tionly through coercion or threat for there is the 
ultimate desire for survival and will to escape. 

It becomes clear that every human decision is 
made in .recognition of the world as experienced 
without a mythical system imposed from "without" 
necessitating choices or no choice at all.

"Young people in this nation, you've 
got a big job and you haven't got much time. " 
With this remark, Dick Gregory periodically 
punctuated his speech. 

For two hours , the well known comedian- 
protestor spoke before a meager Auburn 
audience about the ills of the United States, 
brought on by the "sick, slimy, degenerate" 
.beauraeracy. He indicated that he felt the 
best hope for America lies in it s youth which 
he described as the most "moral, dedicated, 
and honest people in the U.S. bar none. " 

The crowd was highly receptive, laughing 
and applauding all the way through his speech ■ 
and giving Gregory an immediate and long standing 
ovation at the close . 

Although his tone was light, the ideas which 
Gregory expressed were to be taken seriously. 
He emphasized the role the youth of America . 
should play in society and the need for reform 
in the social, political, and economic forces. 

Prehaps the greatest influence of today's 
youth lies in their efforts to end the Vietnam 
War. Gregory sees the organization of youth 
as a potential reform movement within itself. 
The plan of the young protestors on May Day 
to close-down Washington D.C. was a complete 
success to Gregory. Not only did the protestors 
reveal the places which they would take over, 
but also the time which they would be there. 



This insured them that Washington must react 
to their attemps to stop the war Toy closing off 
the nation's capitol. "The whole world is 
watching", was a cliche not to be taken lightly 
in D.G. The whole world was watching as theisttan 
natio n utilized all possible means to stop the people 
from stopping their government. Gregory sees this 
as the greatest acomplishment of May Day. America a 
and the world saw that the movement to stop the war 
is not to be taken lightly. The arrest of 7,000 
people in one day as a protest against the war 
had its effects not only in politics, but also 
on the economy as seen by the decline of the 
value of the America dollar abroad the very next 
day. Gregory reasoned that as long as Jews, Blacks, 
Puerto Ricans, etc. were being arrested, no one 
cared. But when they saw "Blondes arresting Blondes, " 
they figured the country had gone crazy. 

The dedication of the youth to end the war 
has resulted in Gregory's fasting from solid 
food until the war is over to make Vietnam a 
daily realization. Gregory sees today's 
youth as attempting to change the myth in which 
jnost Americans live, by making the older 
gereration more aware of reality- poverty, crime, 
racism, and Viet Nam - as it exists today. 

In spite of the many reforms needed in 
America, Gregory still feels tha t Ameri ca is 
worth saving. His hope for America lies in his 
faith of today's youth who he sees as a concerned 
dynamic force of change. 



Student Housing

In recent years the trailer has become a pop- 
form of student housing . Trailers afford the stu- 
dent apartment type freedom and privacy at a 
cheaper than apartment price. At this time there 
are 23 trailer courts in the Auburn- Opelika area 
that rent to students . Coordinator of Off- Campus 
Housing, Dr. Edward Taylor, reports few com- 
plaints concerning trailer courts. It has also 
been my experience , in gathering information for 
this survey, that students living in local trailer 
courts are satisfied with the conditions . Most 
trailer courts , it seems , provide only minimal 
facilities.. In some cases, trailer courts are not 
even approved by the Lee County Health Depart- 
ment . 

Mobile homes first became popular after 
World war II as a temporary solution to the severe 
housing shortage. Laws regulating the maintenance, 
construction, and operation of trailer parks were 
passed only when it became obvious that trailers 
were to remain as a permanent source of housing 
for many Americans. In 19-68, Auburn adopted 
Alabama's state law pertaining to such regulations. 
The law is not retroactive; therefore a court in op- 
eration prior to 1968 need not comply unless the 
court undergoes extensive expansion or improve 
ment. Local officials say that most park managers 
are cooperative with their requests and student 
complaints . A few managers , it seems , refuse to 
improve the quality of their facilities. 

Many of Auburn's trailer courts are littered 
with trash, have gutted and impassible roads 
after rain, and garbage pick-up is not always 
regular. Some trailer courts do not have approved 
sanitation. No facilities at Campus Trailer Court 
or Brentwood Estates have been approved, and only 
portions of Stoker's, Starr's, and Swan's are 
approved . 

Water samples trom several parks not serviced 
by city water, were collected and shipped to the 
state laboratory in Montgomery. Analysis of sam- 
ples showed that Swan's and Campus Trailer Court 
has coliform contents ( coliform describes a colon, 
i.e. , fecal bacillus-Ed.) of 200 and 300 bacteria 
respectively, per 100ml of water. 4 coliform bac- 
teria per 100ml is considered contaminated. Bac- 
teria breeding in such water can cause dysentery 
or typhoid. 

Trailers are not considered to be safe housing 
because they offer limited resistance to strong 
winds and heavy rains . Be aware of this calculated 
danger. If you still prefer trailer living, here is 
some advice to help reduce the possibilities of 
other hazards . 

1 . Check with Lee County Health Department to 
be sure that your court has approved sewage 
and water facilities . All complaints concern- 
-ing garbage, sewage overflow, and low water 
pressure should be reported there. 

2 . The Auburn fire department does not provide 
service outside city limits. Of the reported 
20-30 trailer fires yearly, almost all are total 
losses. Rent within the city limits if possible. 

3. To prevent sewage back-up, dispose of grease 



4 . Check your heating system or have it inspected 
by the fire department. Do not rent trailers 
with oil heaters. John Wilson, city fire inspect- 
er commented that oil type heating is much too 
dangerous to be used for trailer heating . 

5. All trailers should be placed a minimum of 
twenty feet from each other according to a 
city ordinance . 

6 . If your roads are not constructed of waterproof 
materials such as gravel or asphalt, or are 
gutted and impassible, complain to the owner. 

7. When you install an air-conditioner, be sure 
to replace the cover of the fuse box to prevent 
accidents to playful children . 

The penalty for violation of the 1940 Alabama 
code constitutes a misdemeanor. There are local 
park managers who do not comply with these 
regulations. A lack of state enforcement officials 
and public ignorance have hampered prosecution. 
If you have complaints , notify the proper author- 
ities. It is also possible for the tennants to or- 
ganise and apply pressure. Their business depends 
upon your money. By law they owe you safe, 
healthy, and reasonably attractive living accommod 
modations.

Interviewed by Denis e Roux 

What are recent AWS proposals to President 
Philpott and what are you working for now ? 

Well, as you know, during rules workshop we 
sent a considerable amount of material to Dr . 
Philpott and probably as you also know, the 
majority of that passed Presently, we are still 
working on a compulsory meal ticket system. 
We are working with the administration trying to 
work out some of the fine details in that area . 
Wewill be participating in the study they will 

be making this summer and fall concerning the 
meal ticket system at Auburn. I have recently 
appointed a committee to investigate and eval- 
uate the structure of the AWS judiciary and they 
figure it will take them through the summer and 
into the fall before they have any specif ic re- 
commendations for the restructuring of the jud- 
iciary system as an overall part of AWS. Our 
IAWS Contact is working on some programs next 
year that we think will be of particular concern 
to the women students but of some concern to 
the male students also There has been talk 

of us worknig with the Horizon's Symposium in 
sponsoring programs dnd speakers because we 
cannot finance this. We feel that through Hori- 
zons we can and they have a tight budget also. 
We figure if we can put these two together we 
can get some kind of specific programs next 
year. We're particularly working of a gyno- 
cologist, a man named John Tyson, who works 
out of New York and has a particularly good ses- 
sion of preventive medicine versus abortion. 
It's really interesting and we are working on him 
for fall quarter We're working on a night watch-| 
man system to replace the present key system 
for the people who have no curfew . We fed that 
this will be financially more feasible than the 
key system and we think it would be better all 
round and more convenient for the girls and this 
would briefly be , A night watchman would come 
around the dorms on a predetermined schedule, 
say, every fifteen minutes and the girls would be 
there if they wanted to get in . We feel like 
this would be a lot more effective than our pre- 
sent key system, Our dining hall committee is 
working on a program to let off-campus girls pur- 
chase meal tickets. We have sent that reso- 
lution to Dr . Philpott and Dr. Philpott and Dean 
Cater referred it to the women's food service . 
As yet, we have not heard from them although we 
are still pressuring them about it. We feel that 
this will be convenient for the girls who live 
off-campus to be able to purchase a lunch meal 
ticket or a breakfast, lunch, or dinner meal 
ticket or a dinner meal ticket or a combination 
like that. Right now, as soon as I can get 
started, this may not be of major significance, 
but we are working on a constitutional revision 
committee, within the AWS. Those are the pro- 
posals that have been brought ;up by, -the AWS st? ', 




far and that's what we're working on right now 
and Will be working on through the summer. 

What is AWS's relationship with Dean Cater? 

Well, the relationship I think has improved con- 
siderably and I think its gotten to a pretty good 
working relationship now. Originally, .of course, 
there was a little apprehension on the part of the 
administration concerning some of the officers 
elected, myself included, and there was likewise 
a little apprehension on my part as to whether or 
not I would be able to work with the women's

administration and Dean Cater. But that has 
considerably improved. It's been a slow process 
where we respect each other's opinions. It's 
been a tremendous breakthrough for both of us. 

I feel that I have an adequate working relation- 
ship with President Phil pott because all three 
of .us seem to have a mutual respect for each 
other and with that kind of respect you can get 
a lot done. 

How can the students help AWS? 

I would say that the main thing students could 
do to help AWS is first of all become more active 
in the election process because if the students 
would get out and get people elected that would 
represent them with the type of representation 
they want in the legislative then possibly a lot 
of these rules could have changed a lot sooner. 
The reason many of them hadn't been changed 
previously uantil our administration got in was 
• because the AWS legislative was basically a 
conservative body and wasn't that interested in 
changing some of the rules but it the students 
themselves would become very interested in the 
election process, not only of the executive elec- 
tions that you have once a year but just your 
dorm elections . Because if you could get it 
down on that level when you had dorm elections 
and it was really a contested thing and you had 
platforms, controversies, and speeches and the 
girls weren't jusr elected just because they , ' 
happened to raise their hand, but were really 
elected because of their platforms , and becau 
of what they believed. If this kind of people 
could be carried into the AWS legislative, then 
much of the things could go through much quicker 
because as you know everything we do originates 
in the legislative, that's why its imperative that 
the people who are in the legislative be repre- 
sentative of the students who they are supposed 
to be representing and if they're not then I feel 
this is pretty much the fault of the students who 
aren't electing people who are representing them. 
I think, also, students should check up on the 
representatives and make sure they are doing 
their jobs, make sure they're voting the way the 
dorm would have them vote. And also the stu- 
dents can pressure their representatives on cer- 
tain issues and I think they ought to do this in- 
stead of just electing them and then not hearing 
from them until they are to be reelected . They 
ought to keep constant tabs on their representa- 
tives and make sure they are doing what the 
dorm would have them do. 

How do you feel about student demonstrations? 
Specifically the sleep-out? 

Well, I think that student demonstrations can be 
an effective means of expressing opinions and 
reenforcing resolutions which are sent to the 
administration through your organizations such as 
SGA, AWS, and other campus organizations. I 
think the sleep-out was a success in that a sig- 
nificant number of people were truly interested 
in the cause. Once you got rid of your frill 
people and the people that were there for a good 
time and once we got into our discussion group 
about one o'clock that night, that was when the 
core' of .people who were really interes ted came ; 



and participated and I felt like I got a lot of good 
ideas and they got a lot of good ideas . They 
reaffirmed some of my postions that I had been 
taking through AWS and it was just a great chan- 
nel of communication. I think both SGA and AWS 
need this , to have open forums occasionally 
where you can sit down in groups and discuss ; 
like we did last right because I think that anyone 
that was there at the discussion with Jimmy 
Tucker and I felt that it was beneficial just to 
have everyone of all sides arounf because I think 
every opinion was represented in that group. A 
student demonstration used in this manner can 
be very effective in communication and in getting 
things put through. The main thing I favor is, 
I liked it last night partly because it was organ- 
ized which was an asset to what it was last year, 
plus it was within the legal boundaries which • 7 
means that everyone felt like thay could partici- 
pate and it didn't scare off the people that were 
sympathetic but not to the point where they would 
be willing to break a rule, I think it served its 
purpose just as much being legal, as it would 
have had a rule been broken. 

Would you like to make any additional comments ? 

The main thing I'd like to do with AWS this year 
is get it into more areas of concern to the women 
students which is why I want to really build up 
our program area and get into some of the issues 
like the abortion thing thats coming to Alabama 
- and birth control pills and that kind of thing .

^ _ Last Thursday afternoon Bill Harris, an 
Auburn student, was picked up by three Auburn 
policemen and taken in for questioning. Har- 
ris had noticed, plain-clothes men carrying 
guns and wrote down their tag number and de- 
scriptions . When stopped at a traffic light one 
of the policeman got in Harris' car and told him 
to follow the other car to the police station. 
At no time was Harris informed of his rights 
and didn't know why he was taken in until 
he was interrogated at the police station. V 
At the police station Harris was told that 
he was picked up for questioning concer- 
ning a burglary that was supposed ly com- 
mitted. {Praxis later checked with the 
police department and found that nq i report 
of a burglary had been made . 

The interrogation lasted about forty-five 
minutes and included such irrevelent questions 
as who was his roommate, his phone number, 

' who he was working for, to whom he was going 
to give the information he had obtained, and 
why he wanted the information in the first place 
The policemen said that they thought they knew 
what he was doing. Harris was then told that 
they thought he was involved in the drug traffic 
in Auburn. Harris volunteered to have his apartr 
ment searched if there were any doubts about 
the drug charge . DeGraffenried joined in the 
interrogation and asked, "What do you think we 
are, the Gestapo?" Harris made no reply. Af- 
ter further questioning he was released with no 
charges brought. 

Harris told Praxis,"! have nothing against 
the police when they are doing their job. How- 
ever, when they apprehend people off the street 
for no reason at all, and interrogate them with- 
out advising them of their rights, this smacks 
of the same fascism which DeGraffenried has 
. formerly denied . " 

The continuation of harassment of students 
by Auburn police, the fabrication of a crime to 
get the individual to be willing to cooperate , 
and not informing him of his rights are practices 
too fascist to ignore . All students who are vic- 
tums of police harassment are encouraged to 
contact Praxis in hopes that some action can be 
brought upon those who continue to badger Au- 
burn students . After all , what do you think they 
are, the Gestapo? 




SLEEP OUT 



On Monday, May 17, Horizon's Symposium 
brought Gloria Steinem and i iDorthy Pitman to 
Auburn to speak on women's liberation. Certainly 
the Auburn campus should consider their concept 
of humanization . Through this process the Amer- 
ican woman can become an equal member of Amer- 
ican society. 

Following a speech in Graves, there was a 
reception for the speakers at the Social Center. 
In an ensuing rap session, Gloria Steinem discus- 
sed how women's equality could be effected on 
the Auburn campus . On the front porch of the Social 
Center, Gloria suggested to a small, but very re- 
ceptive audience, the idea of civil disobedience. 
Suzanne Wise, a sociology major who participated 
in last Spring's sleep-out, worked with Gloria in 
organizing a second sleep-out. At this point em- 
motions and enthusiam were high. It was felt by 
some that a sleep-out should take place that same 
night; however, others felt that postponement 
would allow for more women to be reached through 
publicity and explanation of the protest. The latter 
proposal seemed better of the small crowd present 
and possible prospects for a later demonstration. 
Suzanne suggested that women go back to the dorms 
to recruit more participants, and return an hour 
later. If 100 co-eds were willing to sleep-out, the 
civil disobedience demonstration would be held 
that night; if less , the sleep-out would be held at 
a later date. Needless to say, at 10;00pm most 
co-eds are in rollers, asleep, or cramming for their 
exams the next day. And those who had not heard . 
Gloria speak were simply not turned on to liberat- 
ing themselves of Auburn's repressive rules. The 
increase in crowd number an hour later was so 
small that the sleep-out was postponed until 
Thursday night. 

An organizational meeting was held Tuesday, 
in Graves. At this meeting the platform committee 
decided to demonstrate for humanization, and 
a publicity group was formed. 

Those who attended the meeting were those who 
worked with the organization of the sleep-out the 
entire time. They numbered less than 100. The lack 
of additional support was discouraging but typical. 
In order to encourage more support, it was decided

on Wednesday nignt to scrap tne plans for civil 
disobedience, and make the demonstration legal 
according to AWS rules . Civil disobedience would 
have been more effective as far as change is con- 
cerned because it would have resulted in a court 
case against the university. However, it was felt 
that a large crowd would have a more immediate 
effect on AWS rules . Strong supporters of the civil 
disobedience were turned off by the new plan, and 
those who had been originally turned off by the 
idea of civil disobedience were still wary of the 
idea of demonstrating . 

The sleep-out on the Social Center lawn con- 
sisted of 96co-eds at 10:30pm. As the night drew 
on, the crowd dwindled and the only activity was 
the stir caused by a false fire alarm, a group dis- 
cussion on women's rules led by SGA president 
Jimmy Tucker, and AWS president, Anita Page, 
and some music. 

The work of Suzanne Wise and those who worked 
with her seems in vain. My own enthusiasm was 
dampened with the thought of returning to the dorm, 
where curfews regulate my life. Perhaps for Auburn 
there really is no other way to change except to 
wait. Auburn women had their chance to support a 
campaign for their equality, but they chose to be 
tucked in bed at 12:00 and spoon-fed cold grits 
at 6^30 the next morning. Equality comes from a 
desire to be equal. But inequality is tradition in 

these parts, so is AWS. Change is going to be a 

long time comming

ACLU has been on campus now for five 
months. During this time, we have gained a 
place of prominence and some degree of respect 
in the eyes of student leaders and administrators . 
We've worked hard on the problems of students, 
but the problems are still unsolved. The important 
thing is that we are here to stay. 

ACLU has faced many hardships from lack 
of funds, legal aid sources, and widespread 
support on campus. There is a need for ACLU 
here however, and the University chapter will 
become active and expand our work this summer 
and fall . 

Three major areas of interest are discipline, 
discriminatory rules for coeds, and voting rights 
for the students. ACLU has already made 
suggestions for reform -of the discipline system 
and cooperated with the SGA in this area.

Positive 
legal action against the University seems the 
most effective means of changing obviously 
discriminatory rules and admission policies.
